panied by the attorneys practicing in 
the court, who were similarly dressed, 
formed in procession and passed into 
the courtroom, the chief justice escort- 
ing Gen. Wood. 

The procession having divided into 
•emi-circles. Gen. Wood in a few tact- 
ful and forceful words, opened the pro- 
.ceedings, delivering the euurt. in the 
name of the United States government. 
>to the chief justice and his associate- 
and demanding from the public im- 
plicit obedience to the court's de- 
cisions and decrees. His pronounce- 
ment was translated into Spanish by 
Capt- Mendora. 

Chief Justice Echeverria, replying, 
accepted the judicial offices in the name 
of justice, formally recognizing the 
United State* as the supreme power, 
sad declaring that the bench would 
render justice to rich and poor alike. 

The proceedings terminated with 
handshaking, after which Gen, \\'ood's 
party was escorted to the entrance by 
the entire legal body. The first ses- 
sion of the Orst purely Cuban conn 
wu then opened. Amoug Cubans tin 
event is a matter for ' genera! 
congratulation. The local news 
papers consider it tin- dawn of a new 
era and express the hope that thi 
judges, who are men of legal acumen 
and profound research, may be able to 
show the world that the Cuban popu- 
lation has within itself the elements 
of good government. The same papers 
•re exceedingly complimentary in their 
allusions to Cen. Wood, declaring it 
"quite impossible that any other Amor- 
lean could hnve secured a better grasp 
of the entire situation." 

Col. Valient, who lias been appointed 
chief of the gendarmerie, made I 
ord during the insurrection. He 
the first to order his men to lay down 
their arms after the American ooc . 
tlon. and he showed his wiUingness In 
every way to co-operate with the 
United States authorities. He is 
ceedingly popular in the province, very 
energetic, and. though a comparatively 
young man, widely experienced, 
appointment is much applauded. 

On Monday 150 men will begin to 
build the road to Hogluin. The 
distance, making allowances for 
necessary deviation, is 75 miles. 
* Gen. Wood is determined to facil- 
itate the means of inter-coinmuni- 
cation for the towns in this end 
of the island, and on the i 
day a hundred men will begin a road 
to Guantanarao.
